It was founded about the Middle of the 
Thirteenth Century ; and all Sciences and Languages 
are taught in it. There are Fourſcore Profeſſors ; 
each of which has a Salary of a thoufand Crowns. 
The Building which they call the Schools is of Free- 
ſtone, and very beautiful and grand. It forms Two 
large Squares, each Side of which has its Cloiſter, or 
arched Gallery; over which is the Library, adorned 
vith a great Number of the Statues of illuſtrious Per- 
ſons. The Halls, where their Lectures are performed, 
are ſo ſpacious, that each of them will hold near T w 
thouſand Scholars. There is one of the Profeſſor- 
ſhips founded expreſly to teach the Doctrine of Du- + 
randus, and to explain that of the ſubtile Scotus, which 
is fo obſcure, that Zraſmus was Nine Years before he 
underſtood the Preface to his Works. The grand 
Encninge1 into the Schools makes as auguſt an Appear-

ance as pai in Spain; It is adorned" with the 
Statues of King Ferdinando and Jſabella, Hercules, and 

others. In the Centre of the Fagade are the 'Empes 
ror's Arms. They have a Rector or Chancellor, and 
Maſter of the Schools; who have great Privileges, 
chooſe all the Officers of II and each of 
them has a Salary of Eight thouſand Ducats per An. 
num. All the Students without A wear long 
Gowns, and Caps. 

Beſides the Schools, there are Twenty four: Cal: 
leges; in each of which are Thirty Scholars, who live 
in Community. Theſe alſo are fine Buildings; and 
have proportionable Revenues. Four of theſe- are 
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diſtinguiſhed above the reſt, and are called Grand 


Colleges ; both from the ſuperior Character of their 
Profeſſors, and from their recewing none but Perſons 
of Diſtinction and Qpalitx. 

Near the Schools there is a fine Hoſpital ; where 
the Students that are ſick are taken proper Care of. 

When the Kingdom of Spain was in its moſt flou- 
riſhing Condition, they have had Seven or Eight 
thouſand Students here z but at preſent they ſeldom 
have above Four or Five. 

Beſides theſe Buildings, and their Churches, there 
are 2a great Dre, of very large and N 
vents. 

In the Church af the Dominicans, they have the 
Images of a great Number of Saints, extremely welt/ 
carved; many of which are placed in a fine Dome. 

The Convent of St. Francis is remarkable for its 
noble Cloiſter; which is intirely adorned with the 
Pictures of the Martyrs of their Order: And it is ta- 
ken notice of alſo for its Stair-caſe, which is of that 
ſort which they call the geometrical kind.

The Two moſt capital in this Kon belonged: to 
Charles I. King of England; which, with many others, 
were bought there by Don Luis Mendez de Haro 
Duke of San Lucar, when he was Embaſſador to 
Cromwell ; and he made a Preſent of them to the

The Sacriſty is the Treaſury oF Church-plate, 
and the Wardrobe for the ſacred Veſtments ; both 
which are as rich and ſumptyous, as can be imagined:

in finiſhing it. 

Here are Nineteen Convents, and Nine Nunneries, 
Twenty Colleges, and Four Hoſpitals. 

. Beſides the ſumptuous Edifices already mentioned, 
there is a fine Library, in which there is a great Num- 
ber of Arabic Manuſcripts, which were taken from the 
Moors, in the Expedition to Oran. There are allo the 
Figures of ſeveral Divinities, which belonged to the old 
Inhabitants of New Spain, and were brought from A- 
merica by a Frier called Franciſco. Ruiz, They are made 
of Shells, or the Bones of ſome extraordinary Fiſh. 

The great College is called San Tidefonſo, and is 
very magnificent. At the Entrance, 85 are the 
Statues. of Philip II. and the Duke of Lerma, and 
other Patrons of the Univerſity. .

The Infide 
of the ſquare Court, which is 160 Feet long, and 130 
broad, is built with Porticoes; and the outward A 
gles of the Building conſiſt of Four large Pavilions. 
The Palace ſtands 450 Feet above the River: And 
formerly they raiſed the Water to it from the River, 
by a Machine made by one Juanellb, a Native * . 
Mona. 

They have vaſt Manufactories there; for dee 

kon no leſs than Ten thouſand Weavers in Silk. — 
Cloth. And their Sword-blades are the moſt eſteem- 
ed of any in Spain; their Temper being ſo excellent, 
that they will cut Iron: And their Price is propor- 
tionable to their Goodneſs; for ſome of them have 
been valued at Twenty and Thirty Piſtoles. 
The Cathedral is one of the richeſt and moſt con- 
 fiderable in the Kingdom. It is adorned with ſeve- 
ral very lofty Doors of Braſs, and a very high Tower. 
It has alſo a vaſt many fine Chapels, with curious 
Tombs in them; particularly that which is ſet apare 
for the Interment of the Archbiſnops. 
Upon the Altar in the Choir there is a fine Statue 

of the Virgin Mary, with the little Jeſur in her Arms. 
Her Veſtment, as well as the Ornaments of the Alcar,

It is very 
much celebrated, upon account of its Baths, and a 
wonderful Lake which is near it; which not only 
abounds in excellent Fiſh, but has the Property, it 
ſeems, of foretelling Storms and Rain, by ſuch Bel- 
lowing and Roaring, as may be heard Fifteen Miles 
off. It is ſituated in a very agreeable Valley, between 
high Mountains, that are always covered with Snow; 
which is of great Uſe to the COUT, in cooling their 
Liquors. 
I' bere are alſo Two Fountains, 1 near each other, 
that they ſeem to come from the ſame Source z one 
of which is hot, and the other is cold; and different 
Diſorders are cured, by unn of the one, and by 
bathing in the other. | 
There are large Foreſts near Byjar, and Plenty of

and is remarkable for its extraordinary Bridge 
over the River Tagus; which runs in ſo deep a Cha- 
nel at this Place, that the Two middle Arches, which 
are higher than any of the other Four, are 207 Feet 
High.

Towards the Extremity of the City chere is a fine 
Place, in the Form of a Mall: It is well planted 
with ſhady Trees, and refreſhed by Fountains and 
Reivulets of clear Water running by the Sides. It is 
called the Alameda, and is the chief Place where Per- 
ſons of all Degrees meet in the Cool of the Evening 
to take the Air; it is Five hundred and Sixty Yards 
long, and a Hundred and Fifty broad. | 
At the Entrance of this e Place there are 
Two very noble Columns of Granite Marble, | 
| the Top of one of which is placed the Statue of Her. 
cules, and upon the other, that of Julius Cæſar; 
and theſe vaſt Columns were taken from the Temple 
of Hercules above-mentioned : There are alſo to be 
ſeen Two fine Pillars that belonged to another Tem- 
ple, and theſe ſtand near the old Gate called Puerta 


. de Goles, which Word may pofſibly be a Corruption 


of the Word Hercules. And near Saint Ildefonſo' 
there are ſome Remains of public Baths. The City 
Walls alſo are thought to be a Work of the Romans; 
and, among the Towers of Defence, that which is 
x called la Torre d' Oro upon the Guadalquivir, | is by far 
the moſt conſpicuous, if we conſider it, either in 
reſpect to its Grandeur, or its Beauty and Work- 
manſhip. TE e UI Ig: 
Among the many grand Structures which adorn 
this City, the Exchange deſerves a Place here; it was 
built in the Reign of Philip the Second, and forms 
an exact Square, each Side of which is Two mat | 
Feet; and Don Juan Herreira was the Architect. 
And not far from thence is the Royal Palace, com- 
monly called the Alcazer, Part of which was built ana . 
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he et and Part = Don Pedro 8 55 
the Firſt is the moſt eſteemed. The Building and the 
Garden is near a Mile in Circumference; and the 
Whole is flanked with beautiful high Towers, of large 
ſquare: Stone, taken from the Temple of Hercules, 
the ſuppoſed Founder of the City. From theſe Tow- 
ers and Walls, you have a moſt delightful Proſpect, 
of an exceeding rich Country without, and of a curi- 
ous Garden within, The Moors have left many Mo- 
numents, and. Inſcriptions in their own Language, 
which are till to be ſeen upon the plaſtered Walls. 

- Your Entrance into the Palace is through an hand- 
ſome Court, adorned with Porticoes on every Side ; 
the Building being ſupported by a great Number of 
Columns, delicately worked. The Apartments are 
high, grand, 1 and embelliſhed with 
Gilding. . In that Salon which is made uſe. of for a 
Chapel, the Frize is adorned. with the Portraits (in 
little) of the Kings of Spain. The Roofs in the up- 
per Story are vaulted, and the Rooms incruſted with 
curious Marble. And they ſhew you the Chamber 
where Don Pedro ordered his Two Brothers to be 
maſſacred, - 
In many Parts of the Palace, you ſee an Imperial 
Eagle, with the Device. of Charkes the Fifth; viz, 
Plus ulla. 

The Garden is ban with. Three fine Grottoes, 
and an handſome Piece of Water; and rendered ſingu- 
larly elegant and commodious, by certain neat Lerraſes, 
that are raiſed. upon very high Arches. Lou paſs to 
theſe Terraſes directly from a fine Corridor, which is 

upon the Firſt Story; and they lead you to different 
Parts of the Garden; which the Eye commands, in 
ſuch an elevated Situation, much better than if you 
were upon the Ground. And this Spot is ſo enriched 
with Flowers, Fruits, Fountains, and Groves of O- 
perks Lemon- trees, chat, all together, it preſents

you with one of the 1 proreque, e en 
uncommon Proſpects imaginable. 
The Cathedral ſtands about the Middle of che City, 
It is of the Gothic Taſte; and is one of the nobleſt 
| Piles of that kind in Europ. "The firſt Foundation of 
it was a Moſque, built in the Reign of Benaver Al 
- emucamnuz, about the Year 1000. And the Architect's 
Name was Xiver, a celebrated Artiſt in thoſe Days, 
and a Native of the Place. But it was rebuilt about 
the Year 1286. by Don Sancho IV. King of Caſtile; 


and finiſhed about the Year 1378. by Don Juan II. 
It is 40% Feet in Length in the Inſide, and a2: Feet 


broad, and 128 Feet high; and, in my Opinion, is 
more auguſt, ſolemn, and ſpacious, than the Dome 
at Milan; that alſo contiitng of Five Naves in 
Breadth. 

In the Chapel that is called Nugera Ser de bob 
Reyes, lies interred Fernando el Santo King of Caſtila 
who took Seville from the Moors in the Year 1248. 


Doña Beatrix, his Queen, lies on one Side of Him, 


and his Son Alonſo el Sabio on the other. 

There is an Image alſo of our Lady, made by An- 
gels. She ſtands upon an Altar, which is richly gi 

and is ſupported by Two noble Pillars of Jaſper. 

is taken very great Care of, and is always co 
with Three Curtains, and never expoſed to the Pub- 
lic, but upon the moſt remarkable Feftivals. 

Here are many capital Pictures by Murillo, and 
other eminent Spaniſh Maſters, as Muaeſſe Pedro Cam- 
paiia, who painted the Altar of the Mariſcal. In {e- 
veral of the old Chapels you will find nn 
by E Divino Morales. 

In the Chapel of the Conception, chere is a Stave 
of San Hermenegild ; and the Image of the Concep- 
tion, by Juan Martinez Montaſies. Alonſo Vaſuen 
painted the Altar-piece of San Ifidoro. Here are 
Statues alſo by the Hand of Geronimo Hernandez.

In the Church of that Convent, which is called La 
Charidad, there are a many. very 22 Pic- 
tures, by the ſame excellent Hand. ng; others, 
there is one that repreſents San Juan 2D Dios. with a 
poor Man upon his Back, and an Angel aſſiſting him, 
and endeavouring to lighten his Burden: And the Saint 
appears quite aftoniſhed at the Miracle; and looks 
upon the Angel with all that Expreſſion of Humility, 
Gratitude, and Devotion, that it is poſſible to con- 
vey to the Senſes by the Power of Art. | 
The next Picture is that of Santa Iſabel; in which 
there is repreſented a poor ſcabby Wretch, with ſome 
People, whoare charitably endeavouring to relieve him, 
by taking off ſome of the Scabs from his Head ; and, | 
the Pain being acute, he expreſſes it ſo ſtrongly, by 
the Contraction of his Nerves, and the Contorſion of 
his Body, that there is nothing wanting to make it 
the Life itſelf, but his diſmal Shrieks. There is an- 
other, of Moſes ſtriking the Rock in the Wilderneſs, 
juſt by the Miracle of the Loaves and Fiſhes: In which 
Two Pictures, he has introduced ſuch a Multitude of 
Figures, with ſuch a Diverſity of Habits, 3 
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Aces ben as is aſtoniſting. And the reſt are 
all of the ſame Size and Quality N 

In the ſame Church, there is alſo a Triumph of che |

The principal Figures are, . Zeſas Chriſt ſtanding with 
his Crok 3 in his Hand, and looking tenderly upon his 
bleſſed Mother, attended by ſuch a Diverſity o wg 
gh Angels, as aſtoniſhes every Painter that ſees 
them. 

Here is a very hendiome Mall; and an Univerſity, | 
conſiſting of ſeveral Colleges. 

They croſs the Guadalquivir by a Bridg ge, which 
is compoſed of Seventeen large Veſſels. On the other 
Side of which, are the great Suburbs of Triana, where 
the Inquiſition have their Reſidence. | | 

This great City is ſupplied with Water by a noble 
Aqueduct, made by the Moors; and by which they 
brought it quite from Carmona, which is 6 Leagues; 
and at preſent they call it Los Caũos de Carmona. 

And, to ſhut up my Account with what is ſtill 
more to the Honour of the Place than any- thing yet 
mentioned, there are no leſs than Sixſcore . 
with ſufficient Incomes.. 

As. you go up the River, a little higher than FL 
Suburbs of Triana, and on the ſame Side of the Wa- 


cer, there 1 is a Convent of Caribuſians called Las Fo 
1 as, 
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has. They are but Seventeen in Number, 4 muſt 
be all of them Men of Quality; and each of them has 
feveral Servants to wait upon him. In the Church, 
on each Side of the Altar, the Riberas (who were the 
Founders of the Convent) he interred, in Marble 
Tombs. T heir Garden is as delightful as fine Flow- 
ers, Orange and Lemon-trees, and Myrtles, and Ce- 
dars, can make it. They have alſo fine Summer- 
houſes at the Extremities of their Garden-walls, | 
the Banks of the River; a View of which they enjoy 
for a vaſt Way, both up and down; the City _ 
ville making a Part of the Proſpect. : 

About a Mile and half out of the City, there i is a 

very handfome Convent of the Hieronymites ; which 
is ſurrounded with fine Plantations of the nobleſt Ever- 

reens, and poſſeſſed of every-thing elſe that is neceſ- 

ary to render a Place complete within; for, among 
other Rarities, they have Two vaſt Models, in baked 
Clay, of exquiſite Beauty, by that celebrated Sculp- 
tor Torrigiuno Torrigiani. The one is a Crucifix, and 
the other a &. Jerom with the Lion. 

About a League from Seville, on the oppoſite Side 
of the River, there are the Ruins of un ole Caſtle, of 
a very great Extent. It ſtands upon a riſing Ground, 
within a little Way of the River. It is called San 
Juan del Foratche. The Form and Taſte of the 
Buildings, and the Inſcriptions which have been found 
| there, ſhew it to have been a Work of the Goths. 

And not far from thence, one fees the Ruins of an 
antient City; and of an Amphitheatre, great Part of 
which remains; bus many of the great Parts he in 
fuch Canfiifion; as if it had been thrown into Diſor- 
der by an Earthquake, The People call this Place 
Sevilla la Vieja, or Old Seville; but the Learned take 
it to be the antient 7alica, the Birth-place of the Em- 

peror Adrian and Silius Halicus; there having been 
found a ſufficient Number of antient Medals and In- 
— to _ that Opinion, And amongſt 
ones, 
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N they found a Medal of Tiberius, with the fol- 
lowing Legend upon it: DIVI. AVG. MVNIC. 
ITAEIC. PERM. And, in the Time of Fer- 
nando el Santo, the Conqueror of Seville (which was 
in the Lear 1248.) this Place retained Fl Traces of 
its antient Name; for it was called Talca. 

Some of the Ruins appear to have been the Re- 
mains of a Temple, and a Bath. 

In the Spot near which many of theſe Ruins are to 
be ſeen, there is a Monaſtery of St. [dere : And in 
the Church, there is an Altar "of Alabaſter, which can 
ſcarce be matched in Europe.

CADIZ. 

T HE Iſland of Cadiz is Eighteen Miles long, and Fe: 
Three Miles over, in the broadeſt Part; and is 6 

Joined to the Continent by the famous Bridge called 

Puente de Suago, built firſt by the Romans, and great 

Part of it rebuilt by the Emperor Charles the Fifth. 

It is Seven hundred Feet in Sa ; and there was 

a grand Road to Cadiz over this Bridge, quite from 

the Pyrenean Mountains; for not only the Adoration 

that was paid to the Egyptian Hercules drew an In- 

finity of People thither from all Parts of the Conti- 

nent, but the peculiar Ts og and Beauty of the hog | 
rg 3 of. 
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118 ** Cadiz. 
of Cadiz were ſufficient to attract Mankind to that 
Place, which Strabo affirms to be ſecond to no City 
but Rome, in the whole Empire ; and conſequently 
muſt have been adorned with every kind of public 
Edifices, in the moſt ſumptuous and magnificent 
Manner. And the Archbiſhop of Santo Domingo in 
his Itinerary ſays, that he faw a grand Amphitheatre 
there, beſides many other noble Monuments of An- 
tiquity; among which, many curious Inſcriptions are 
recorded by Gruter, and ſeveral Spaniſh Authors; one 
of which, being extremely ling ar and ſhort, ſeems 
to demand a Preference to the reſt, and is as follows:

There are many Parts of the Roman Way (before- 
mentioned) to the Temple of Hercules, yet viſible, 
but more eſpecially in the Neighbourhood of Cadiz, 
where it is known by the Mooriſh Name of el Arre- 
Zife, or the Cauſeway ; and the Antients mention it 
as a Conſular Work. The Temple of Hercules was 
ſo immenſely rich, that Mago, the Cartbaginian Ge- 
neral in Spain, carried on the Second Punic War 
- againſt the Romans, chiefly upon the Strength of the 
Gold and Silver which he took from thence ; how- 
ever, it was ſo plentifully ſupplied again with freſh 
Offerings, by the time that Julius Cæſar became 
Maſter of the Roman Commonwealth, that he took 
prodigious Treaſures from it after the Defeat of 
Pompey's Sons. The Figure of this Temple is upon 
ſome very antient Coins that have been found at Cadiz. 

There are likewiſe ſome Remains of an Aqueduct 
in the Iſland of Cadiz, which is ſuppoſed to voy

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r. bun in order to ſupply this Temple with Wa- 
> The vaſt Ciſterns into which it was. conveyed 
= * — extant ſtill near the Puerta de Tierra, and 
the Hermitage of St. Rogus; ſome Workmen that 
were digging Holes for Salt - pits having made the 
firſt Diſcovery about an Hundred 9 ago. The 
magnificent Amphitheatre before · mentioned was 
pulled down by one of the antient Marquiſes of Ca- 
dix (of the Houſe of Leon) to build the Caſtle. 
Other Monuments of Antiquity were likewiſe there 
in great Number, before the Plunder of Cadix in 
1596. by the Engliſh, when abundance. of fine Sta- 
tues and Marbles were thrown down, and broke to 
Pieces, by the Soldiers and Sailors, in the Eagerneſs 
of their Search after more portable Treaſures. Among 
theſe, they reckon a Coloſſean Trunk in Armour, ex- 
| quiſitely Ns no and ſuppoſed by ſome to have 
been a Part of Alexander's Statue, which was the 
only one that was permitted to have a Place in the 
Temple (beſides Two that were dedicated to the 
N and Theban Hercules); which Statue of Alex- 
ander was the ſame that had given ſo remarkable a 
Spur to Julius Ceſar's Ambition. 
There was alſo amongſt the Plunder a moſt beau- 
tiful Statue of a young Bacchus, who was the favour- 
ite Deity, next to Hercules, of the Andaluzians, or 
the People of Bætica, where he is reckoned among 
the Kings that preceded Hercules, and is probably the 
lame with Ofiris.

| pearing conſiderably above the Baſtions, and the City 
Walls, and thoſe Houſes too being adorned. with 
high Towers, in order to look out to Sea, it pro- 
duces a Variety that is grand, new, and elegant. But 
the Proſpect to the Sea is ſtill more delightful; for 
there you ſee a noble Bay of Nine Miles Diameter, 
| diverſified and enriched with the Ships of all Na- 

tions; their Poſition, Size, Groups, Form, Diſtance, 
and Contraſt, producing all that is requiſite to make 
the fineſt Picture; and, were it nothing more, muſt 
be a glorious Sight. But theſe Beauties are alive, 
they are in conſtant Motion, and are continually en- 
tertaining you with new and delightful Scenes. Freſh 
Fleets are coming in, others are working to get out, 
the different Flags of various Nations playing in the 

Air; each welcoming their Friends, and expreſſing 
their Joy at their Entrance into the Bay, by the ani- 
mating and lively Report of their Cannon. 

In the Middle of the City there is a good Square, 
and their Buildings are very well; tho', in my Opinion, 
not remarkable, the moſt' wealthy Merchants having 
their beſt Houſes and Warehouſes at Port Saint Ma- 
7y's, about Three Leagues Diſtance on the other Side of 
the Bay, near which Place there are a great many good 
Gardens, and conſiderable Plantations of Fruit-trees.

were looked upon to be the moſt elegant, gay, free, 
attracting, and polite, and to have underſtood the Art 
of making a gallant Man happy the beſt of any Girls 
in Europe; and conſequently were in high Requeſt, 
and extremely valuable, 

About Twelve Miles from the City ſtood the cele- 
brated Temple, dedicated to the Egyptian Hercules, 
where it is ſuppoſed he was buried; which Place is 
now called San Petre, and Tradition makes him the 
Founder of the City. In this Temple there were Two 
Braſs Pillars, each of which was Eight Cubits high; 
upon which Pillars was wrote, in Pbænician Cha- 
racters, an Account of the Sums of Money which 
were expended in the building of the Temple; and 


theſe are ee to have been the true Hercules 8 
Pillars. 
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| 8 a City which. lies about Seyen Leagues to the 
South-eaſt of Port Saint Mary's, or Puerto de 
Santa Maria, and Nine Leagues to the North-eaſt of 
Cadiz : It is ſuppoſed to have been built by thoſe 
Phenicians that came from Sidon, and was called 
Afindum, | Aſido, and Aſidonia, by the Romans. It is 
an agreeable Place, and looks charmingly at a Di- 
ſtance, its Situation being upon the Top of an high 
Mountain in the Form of a Sugar-loaf, and the 
Buildings are raiſed above each other like ſo many 
irregular Terraſes, which makes the Scene ſo. ex- 
Fremely beautiful, that tho* the Eminence be very 


great, 
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great, you can ſee nothing ſo agreeable. TIE it, as 
the Proſpect of it, before you come to it; there are 
ſeveral Ruins, and an old Caſtle, ſtill remaining. 
When the A eors became Maſters of it, they added 
the Word Medina to its former Name, Madina in 

their Language ſignifying a ſtrong City. There are 
ſome Fragments of Antiquity to be ſeen there, ate, 
en ue wer there is the wein Inſcription. 
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The Author of the Emporio del Ori ntalalkes men- 
tion of a Sarcophagus, or Tomb of Alabaſter, that 
was found in the Church-yard of Medina Sidonia, in 
his Time; on which was a Baſſo- relievo of Nymphs 
and Satyrs, and of the River Lethe, with Charon's 
Bark upon it: This, no doubt, alludes to the River 
Guadatethe, that diſcharges itſelf into the Bay of 
Cadiz, juſt below Port Saint Mary's, upon which 
River ſome Authors have placed the Elyſan Fields. 
Medina Sidonia was one of the firſt Poſts of Import- 
ance that Muza the Mooriſh General poſſeſſed him- 


ſelf off, after his landing at Algezira, in the Bay of

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And its Importance to the preſent Poſſeſſors of it has 
them to fortify it in the beſt Manner they 
could, It was taken by the Moors, in the Year 714. 
under the Conduct of their General Tarif; and, Gibel 
in Arabic ſignifying a Mountain, it was called Gibel 


Tarif, or, as ſome Arabian Writers have it, Fabal- 


fath, and Jubel Fetob, which ſignifies the Mountain 


of Victory. By the Antients it was called Calpe, and 


was ſuppoſed to have been one of Hercules his Pil- 
lars; and Abila, upon the African Coaſt, to have 
been the other. That on the European Side is ex- 


tremely high, and terminates upon the Entrance into 


the Mediterranean, with ſuch an immenſe perpendi- 
cular Rock, as Nature has ſeldom produced the like. 
But the Inſide of the Mountain is ſtill more amazing, 
in the Number, the Vaſtneſs, the Diverſity, and the 
Depth of its Caverns. The Entrance lies more than 
half-way up the Hill, and is narrow at the Beginning; 
but expands itſelf by degrees the farther you ad- 
vance, till at laſt, by the Help of Torches, you are 
ſurpriſed to find yourſelf under a Vault, of a vaſt 
Height, and . Extent; which Vault, 
or arched Roof, as well as the Sides and natural Pil- 
lars that ſupport it, ſeems at firſt Sight to be cut out 
and wrought into innumerable Figures and Orna- 
ments, not unlike thoſe of a Gothic Cathedral: Theſe 


are formed by a Thouſand perpetual Diſtillations, f 


the coldeſt and moſt petrifying Quality imaginable, 


and fill this great Cavity with an infinite Number of 


Objects, that bear ſome imperfect Reſemblance to 
many different Kinds of Animals. At the farther 
End of this large Vault there are Openings, through 
which you may diſcover much larger and deeper Ca- 
verns; and it is affirmed, that there are others un- 
derneath to the Depth of mapy Hundred Fathom, in 
which ſome raſh Adventurers have unfortunately: pe- 
riſhed. Towards the Europa Point there is a 
Reſervoir of Water, which is in the Form of a ſquare 
VVV 5 Chamber 
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Chamber under-· ground, that is ſupported by Thres 
or Four Rows of ſquare Pillars, and had probably 
been made uſe of as a Bath, when the Moors were 
Maſters of it. Upon the Top of the Mountain there 
is a fine Eſplanade, and a Tower, from whence 
they make their Signals upon diſcovering. any Veſſels 
at Sea. From that Place you may ſee Five King- 
doms, viz. Fez, and Morocco, Barbary, Sevilla, and 
Granada. And towards the Ithmus, on the Side of 
Spain, there ſtill remains a curious Mooriſh Caſtle 
called Torre del Omenage, to defend that Paſs.

| A lies at the Top of the Bay of Gibraltar: 
<< There are the Remains of a Mooriſp Town-wall 

of prodigious Solidity, which, when it was in a State 
of Defence, held out Twenty Months againſt. A ſonſo 
the Eleventh, and ſurrendered at laſt, for want of Pro- 
- viſions, in the Year 1344. It is reſpectable in its 
Ruins, and in its Caſtle (which is ſtill intire) ; the 
moſt modern Part of which that great Traveller Fa- 
ther Labat looks upon to have been built above a 
Thouſand Years ago, and that the reſt is of a much 
earlier Date. Here is a vaſt deep Cavern, that is 
locked up by the Governor of the Caſtle: You muſt 
go down an Hundred ſteep Steps, before you ap- 
proach the Entrance. The Cave is very long, and 

the Declivity is ſuch, as to make the Deſcent very 
troubleſome. This Cave leads you to a ſort of La-

byrinth; but the Paſſages through which you go, are 5 


Twenty Feet broad, and Thirty Feet high; and it is 
in this Place that ane firſt diſcovers the Cryſtalliza- 
tions with which the Place abounds.

T4 ifa ſtands upon an Eminence, at the Entrance 
the. Streights of Gibraltar; and, from the 
Coins that have been found there, the Antiquaries are 
of Opinion, that it was the Julia Traduca of the Ro- 
mans; but it was afterwards called Tarifa, probably 
from the Mooriſb General Tarif Abenziet, who marched 
thither in 713. near which Place was the firſt En- 
gagement he had with the Spaniards : whom he had 
the good Fortune to defeat. It was in this Plain alſo, 
that Alfonſo XI. in the Year 1340. routed a much 
more numerous Army of the Moors, and made them 


raiſe the Siege of Tarifa. Its antient Walls and Tow- 


ers, with a ſtrong old Caſtle, are ſtill in being. And 
many of their Houſes are in the Moorso Taſte. But 
it may boaſt of much greater Antiquity z for the 
Tracks of a Roman Colony are evident, not only from 
the Structure of the Town-wall itſelf in ſeveral Places, 
but from ſome noble Fragments of Architecture, both 
in the public and private Buildings; and theſe Evi- 
dences are ſtrengthened by the Urns, Medals, -and 
- Inſcriptions, that have been frequently found there. 
They have here alſo a remarkable Tower, which 
is called La Torre de los tres Guſmanos, from Three 
young Noblemen of the illuſtrious Houſe of Guſman,. 
| who, having been made Priſoners by the Moors, were 
all put to Death, upon the Top of this Tower, in the 
Sight of their F ather, who commanded the Forces

15 a Town that lies about Fiſteen Leagues to the 
Eaſt-ſouth-eaſt of Seville. It is a conſiderable 
Place; containing Four thouſand Inhabitants. It 
was known to the Antients by the Names of Li ſas, 
Urſon, and Orſona. It is remarkable for having one 
prodigious ſtrong Source of Water in the Town, ſut- 
ficient, it ſeems, for all its Inhabitants ; and no other 
Rivulet, or Fountain, for Seven or Eight Miles round 
it: So that when Julius Ceſar beſieged it, he was 
obliged to ſupply his Camp with Water, which was 
brought at a great Diſtance. The Romans afterwards 
made it a Colony, and called it Gmina Urbanorum. 
There is an Univerſity, and an Hoſpital for Faund- 
lings; and a fine Church all of Marble, built and 
founded by Don Juan Tellez Giron; which Church 
has been ever ſince the Burying-place of the Dukes of 
Ofjana. 
Fr it is worthy of Obſervation, that, notwith- 
ſtanding there are neither Fountains or Rivolets with- 
in 8 or Eight Miles of the Town, it * 
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in Grain, Olives, Capers, Se. And the Caſe is juſt 
the ſame at Marcbhena, a Town about Three Leagues 
diſtant" from una, in the Road from thence. to 
Swen 

And, to conclude, there is a ne . Tower, 
which is ſometimes made uſe of as a TO for Per- 


* of Diſtinction, 
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oN Five Miles from the City of Granada 
chere is an exceſſive high Mountain; which, 
from its being conſtantly covered with Snow, is call- 
ed La Sierra Nevada; which, by its lying upon the 
South Side of the City, refreſhes it with cooling 
Breezes in the Summer, and ſcarce affects it at all in 
the Winter. Upon the Top of this Mountain there 
is a Lake, not very large indeed, but ſo exceſſively 
deep, that the Water looks black. 

The River Aenil has its Beginning from this Lake. 
In its Courſe, it runs very near Granada, and leaves 
it upon the Right-hand : After which it receives the 
River Darro. The River Aenil is what the Antients 
called the Singilis; and, tho' its Water is cold, it 
contributes very much to the Fertility and Beauty of 
the Vale, or Vega, of Granada. 

The River Darro comes from another Part and 


paſſes through a Vale, which it enriches and adorns 


to ſo wonderful a Degree, chat it is ſcarce to be 
equalled in its kind; for the Hills through which it 
ſports as it were, and plays, are fo pittoreſque, ſo va- 
nous and ſurpriſing, that the Senſes may rather be 
ſaid to be raviſhed than pleaſed. Here you will ſee 
it force its Way thro? * Cliffs, and burſt impetuous over 
all Impediments, and rage and daſh among the infe- 
rior Rocks; then, ſpread into a liquid _— wok. 
moot 
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ſmooth and gentle; and form Meanders, [through the 
the Verdure, which it creates and nouriſhes. Its 
Banks are enameled with Flowers; and N t 
about it is enriched with little paſtoral Palaces; | 
of which has its little Garden, with its Fountans its 
Roſes, and its Myrtle; and the diminutive Paradiſe 
is ſhaded with Orange, Lemon, Fig, and Cherry- 
trees, and every kind of Nature's Bounty: And ſome- 
times Art and Induſtry lead this charming Stream 
through ſubterraneous Paſſages; which produces Beau- 
ties of another Sort. 

This inchanting Vale is cultivated even to the Sum- 
mit of the Hills that form it. The River, and its or- 
namented Banks, continually reflecting inexpreſſible 
Beauties upon each other, go on in Harmon, till the 
Silver Stream is intercepted by Granada. "i paſſes 
firſt by the Foot of the Mountain called the Albam- 
bra; then it runs by the little Square; and ſoon aſter 
it leaves the City, it falls into the Xenil, h 
Tou do not go far down that Part of the Dew 
which. is below the City, before you come to a Spring, 
that is called La Fuente de la Teja, whoſe Water is 
highly eſteemed, and much ſent for by the Citizens, in 
the Summer: time; for it is not only cool and: freſh, 
but it is particularly wholſome; as is alſo the Water | 
of the River Darro itſelf, which is thought to paſs 
through the Gold Mines which are in the Mountain 
called ns del Sol, or the Mountain of the Sun ; for 
it is an uncontroverted Fact, that Grains of Gold are 
often found in the Darro; and it was from thence 
that it had its Name of D' Auro, which has ſince been 
corrupted into Darro. The Moors of Africa had ſo 
high an Opinion of the Virtue of the Water, and 
thought the Air in the Valley ſo full of balſamic 
Sweets, that, united, they could cure Diſtempers. 
And the Water of tie Darro keeps up its Credit ſo 
far with the preſent Inhabitants, that they look upon 
it as a Remedy for all fort of Diſorders, in all 41 
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mals that drink of it, and call it iron ik

Out of this Palace 1 u may go through A 
door into a moſt beautiful Garden, which belongs to 
another Palace, that ſtands higher upon the Moun- 
tain, and is called Gnihalariffe ; belong to which, 
there is a little Foreſt of Fruit-trees; and a Park, in 
which are confined a great many ſavage Animals, - 
This Palace, tho! it is not very large, is extremely 
elegant; and for the Beauty of the Gardens, and the 
Command of Water, nothing can ſurpaſs it. In one 
of its Courts, they have ſet a vaſt Quantity of = 
tles, as thickly planted as poſſible, under every ry Side 
of the Square. Each of theſe Plantations is about 24 
Feer broad, and grows extremely thick, and as high 


as the Balconies of the firſt Story ; at which Height, 


the Tops of them are cut as ſmooth and even as poſſi- 
ble; fo that, at. the firſt Sight, one would be more 
apt to take it for a green Walk, than for the Tops 
of Trees: For, to add to the Dec tion, they have 
Rows of Orange- trees all along the Sides of the Plan- 
tation of the Myrtles, whoſe Heads riſe confiderably 
higher than the ſuppoſed green Walks. 

Moſt of their Courts are embelliſhed with hand- 
ſome Fountains ; and the Pillars of Water that riſe 
from ſome of them are very high, and of a conſider- 
able Thickneſs ; and the Water continually breaking, 
and diſperſing as it falls, refreſhes the Air extremely. 
The Source of their Water lies very high upon the 
Mountain, and is fo exceeding great, that it is capa- 


ble of continually ſupplying the Palace, and the Gar- 


dens, with as much as their Pipes can convey.

and about the City. The Inhabitants are remarkably 
induſtrious :' For, as they have the Happineſs of be- 
| ing able to feed an Infinity of Silk-worms, they have 
Manufactories in proportion, for the Weaving, and 
Dying of the Silk which they produſe. 

I ſhall cloſe this Account of Granada with che re- 
markable Incident that follows: 

When Boabdil, ſurnamed Cbigaito, the laſt King 
of: Granada, came out of it, through one of the Gates 
of that Quarter which is called Albazen, in order to 
ſurrender himſelf, and to deliver the City to King 
Ferdinand, the only Favour he begged was, that he 
would never permit any Perſon to go through that 
Gate after him: Which Favour. he readily granted 
him; and ordered the Gate to be walled up imme- 
diately.

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This wonderful Event becafioned no leſs Joy than 
Aﬀoniſhment. The Biſhop, having well con ſidered 
the Nature of the Miracle, looked upon himſelf to be 
called upon, and directed to ſearch the Place. And, pro- 
per Perfons being ſent for that Purpoſe, they found 

the very ſame Image of the Bleſſed Virgio,” that is now 

placed upon the high Altar in the Church of Nuefra 
Señora de Mon! rats: Of which Image no- body can 
give the leaſt Account, either whence it came, or who 
it was that put it into the Cave. But, be that how it 
will, God was pleaſed to diſcover it in this miracu - 
lots Manner, tae his bleſſed Mother might de ho- 
noured and worſhiped in that Mountain. 

The Bifhop ordered the Banners of Moniſtrol to be 
brought out, the Wax Tapers to be lighted, and the 
Proceffion to march. He entered the Cave; and, af- 
ter having returned God and the Virgin Thanks for 
the invaloable Treafare that had been diſcovered to 
him, he took up the Image with great Devotion, and 
brought it ont of the Cave, with a Deſign to have 
carried it to his own Cathedral of Manreſa; but when 
they came to the Spot where it now ſtands, they were 
not able to move it either backwards or forwards. 
Upon which, the Biſhop (being inſpired) perceived, 
— it was the Will of God da they ſhould be a 

f built there, in Honour of Jeſus Chriſt, and of 
the irgin Mary; and that he ſhould place her Image 
in it: Which was done. 

«© But rhe Convent owed its Being to the extrabr- 
dinary Event which I am going to relate, | 

The Wife of Guifra Pele, Count of Harcelona, 
having been 9 to Bed about Three Months, of 
a Son, who was lately recovered from a long Fit of 


Sickneſs ; the Count thought proper to expreſs his 
Joy, by making a ſplendid Feaſt; at which, ſome of 
his principal Guefts being defirous of ſeeing the Mon- 
ſter, which he had taken Seven Years before in the 
Mountain, it was brought before them; and the Nurſe,

the Infant immediately fixed his Eyes 
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with the Count's Son of Three Months old in her 
Arms, among others, ſtanding to ſee the Savage eat, 
upon him, and, 
with a very audible Voice, in the Preſence and Hear: 
ing of them all, ſpoke the following Words: ** Riſe 
Kup, Friar Juan Carin; ſtand ſtrait and upright , 
for God has pardoned thy Sins. And immedi- 
ately Juan Garin raiſed himself up, ſtood erect, and, 
with a becoming Modeſty, returned his Thanks aloud 
to God, for having been pleaſed to accept of his Re- 
ntance. 

This ſo aſtoniſhed the Count, the Counteſs, and 
their Friends, that it occaſioned a profound Silence : 
Which being obſerved by Juan Garin, he walked up 
to the Count, and related, before the whole Company, 
how, by the Inducement of the Devil, he had raviſh- 
ed, killed, and buried his Daughter; and that he now 
threw himſelf at his Feet, to be uſed i in what manner 
he ſhould think proper. The Count told him, that, 
ſince God had pardoned tum, he was very ready to 
forgive him alſo. 

Juan Garin was er to be cloathed; and the 
Count went with him to the Place where he had bu- 
ried his Daughter, with a Deſign to have tranſported 
her Body to the Cathedral in Barcelona.” He had alſo 
a View of ſeeing the new Chapel ; and of paying his 
Devotion to the Virgin, who had already begun to 
do Miracles. 

« After having performed their religious Duties to 
the Virgin, they ſoon came to the Place where the 
Count's Daughter had been buried; for it was very 
near the Chapel. 

Upon their Arrival, Juan Garin fel upon his 
Knees, and prayed :' And, when he had done, they 
began to dig; and they immediately found the young 
Lady alive, and bexuriful and an as before,

made when he cut her Head off. 
«© Her wonderful Preſervation. gave. the higheſt 

Joy. imaginable to the Count, and all his Friends, 
who aſked her if ſhe could any-ways account for her 
being alive; and ſhe told them, that as ſhe had . 
ways a particular Devotion to the Virgin, it was her 
Will to preſerve her. 
This Affair being over, the Count propoſed to 
carry her back with him to Barcelona, and to. ſettle 
her; upon which ſhe ſaid that ſhe hoped he would 
excuſe her, for that ſhe would never admit of a Huſ- 
band; but was determined to remain, in that ve 
Place, in the Service of the Virgin Mary and her 
Bleſſed Son, from whom ſhe had received ſuch INCre- 
dible Mercies. 


Inclinations ; but built a Convent for Nuns of the 
Order of the Benedictines, of which his Daughter was 
Abbeſs ; having under her a great many young Mai- 
dens, who were diſpoſed to a religious Life; and this 
Convent was ſerved by the Rector of Moniſtral, and

which is hot in the Winter, and ſo cold in the Sutn- 
mer, that it is quite inſupportable ; and the People 
of the Country make uſe. of it to cool their Wires, 
and their Water.

When the Rays of the Sun ſtrike full upon the 
Mountain, the Luſtre is ſo rich, from the Variety of 
the Colours, that nothing can be more ſurpriſing and 
glorious ; for, in Appearance, it is a vaſt Mountain 
of all Sorts of precious Stones. It has alſo this Sin- 
gularity beſides, that whereas moſt other Places that 
produce Salt are generally barren, here are very fine 
Pines and Vineyards upon this Mountain. 
Near the Source of the River Lobregat, in the

Theſe deli- 
cious Habitations are ſcattered up and down a fertile 
Plain, and are ſo healthy, innocent, and ſweet, that 
they compoſe a little Arcadia, where every Shepherd 
has his Capital, and diſtinct Dominion; and yet are all 
of them ſo contiguous, as to partake of all the Bleflings 
that flow from Converſation, Friendſhip, and mutual 
Aſſiſtance; nor are the Avenues to this agreeable

The City is built in the Middle of a vaſt Plain, 
upon the Banks of the River Zöro, which runs 
through the Middle of it. And on each Side of the 
River there is a fine Key, where Perſons of Diſtin- 
ction often take the Air in their Coaches. 
There are ſeveral Streets and Squares, where they 
often make a Tour; but their grand Corſo is in a 
very noble Street, called Ja Calle Santa: It is fo 
ſtrait, and of ſuch. a conſiderable Breadth, that 
might very well be taken for a Place, or Square. 
is adorned with a great many Palaces, among ich 
is that of the Viceroy; and it is there chiefly that the 
Traveller may expect to fee the greateſt Number of

Caſtle, called Aljapberia; which is a Name retained 
from the Moors. It was formerly the Palace of the 
Mooriſb and Chriſtian Kings of Arragon, _ at pre- 
ſent. it belongs to the Holy Office, 

The Cathedral is a vaſt Structure, and very 1 
ſome, tho in the old Taſte: At the Entrance of the 
Choir there is the Tomb of the firſt Inquiſitor, over 
which there are the Images of Six Moors, hung upon 
Columns. After the Traveller has ſeen the Cathe- 
dral, he is uſually conducted to the Church of Nu- 
efira Señora del "Pilar, which is fituated near the 
Ebro: It is the moſt frequented, upon account of 
Religion, of any in all Spain, except thoſe of bun 
poſtela and Montſerrate. 

The Column upon which the Na ſtands i is &f 
Jaſper ; it is about Six Foot high, and has a Cleft or 
Opening in the Middle near Eight Inches broad, out 

of which there conſtantly flows a moſt odoriferous 
Balſam, which cures. all ſorts of Maladies ;. the: Truth 
of which continual Miracle is confirmed by that pious 
and learned Father Alexandro Morefini, in a Treatiſe 
called Origine delle Chieſe dedicate d Maria Virgine; . 
printed at Parma 1692. with the Approbation of the 
Officers of the Holy See; and the Occaſion of this 
miraculous Image being fixed upon this particular 
Part of the Globe, is as follows; viz. |

The great Moſque was built by the Mori Kin 
Menalfange, in the Year 864. and upon che City's 
being taken by Don Alonſo el Batallador, in the Year 
1118. the Moſque was afterwards converted into the 
Church of San Salvador. Near one of the City-Gates 
is the Church of Nueſtra Senora del Portillo, in which 
there 1 is a Crucifix; whoſe Nails moſt certainly grow. 

Not far from thence there is a very fine oſpital, 
called Naeftra Sefiora de la Gracia, in which there are 
Conveniencies for Eight hundred Patients. It is 
adorned with a very remarkable Tower, which ye 
aſcend by Two hundred and Eighty-four Steps, which. 
are ſo extremely ealy, that one might ride up on 
Horſeback. 

Among the Convents, that of San Franciſco is the 
molt ſingular. The Cieling of the Church is looked 
upon to be an extraordinary Piece of Architecture; 
for tho it is extremely broad and long, it has no in- 
termediate Pillars to ſupport it. 

The Town-houſe, and the Caſa de la Diputacion, 
or Palace where the States meet, are thought to. be 
worthy of the Notice of a Stranger. The Hall Pn 
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the ut is not.cteemely-1 


Age; but. it is very hand- 
ſome, and is curiouſly adorned with the Images of all 
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the Kings of Arragon, as big as the Life; with a 


ſhort Inſcription underneath, containing the principal 
Actions of their Lives. Among all theſe 
there is but one af a Queen, which is that of Dona 


Petronilla, the Heir of Don Ranimiro, or Ramiro, 


King of Arragos,' who being married to Ramon Be- 
renguel Count * he was permitted to en- 
joy the Crown of Arragon, in the Right of his Wife: 
and, in Reſpect and Gratitude to — ſhe has been 
thus diſtinguiſned: She died in the Year 1173. At 
one End of the Hall there is a Marble Statue of St.
